- An exchange says that seventeen human 
bodies have found thelr way into the Le 
Moyne crematory Washington, Pa, aud there 
reduced to ashes, The custom seems to the cas- 
ual observer to be growing Into favor.

Haho, deceased, of New York, were ineine- 
rated there, The child's father was also ere 
mated а few years ago.

7th was the corpse of Henry Seybert, а 
wealthy though not extensively known in- 
dividual of Philadelphia, the frst subject 
from’ the City of Brotherly Love.

He has been an 
advocate of cremation for years, and was one 
of a small number of gentlemen who about 
concluded to begin the experiment of anoth- 
erematory to be located in or near the 
City of Philadelphia.
